Love, issued a memorandum entitled "Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, when examining means (or step) plus function claim 
limitations under 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph", located at:

th_09_02_2008.pdf . Thus, there is a question as to whether claim 15 and 
the claims which depend upon this claim, meet the requirements of being 
definite under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 2 nd paragraph.
